If a general election is called in 


Alberta this year, candidates proba- 
bly will be confronted by strong de- 
mands from farmers that the gov- 
ernment should undertake an exten- 
sive program of hard surfaced high- 
ways. 

Just as in the 1985 election, candi- 
dates will be asked to state defin- 
itely where they stand on the need 
of hard surfacing highways to at- 
tract .a greater volume of tourist 
traffic. 

Farmers are commencing to rea- 
lize that motor tourists mean a tre- 
mendous increase of buyers of farm 
produce. That is a. cash business. It 
comes right to the farmer’s door or 
to his community, so he benefits 
directly or indirectly, as the market 
for his produce is improved. 

A. B. Mackay, chairman of the 
western division of the Canadian 
Automobile Association, with which 
the Alberta Motor Association is 
affiliated, declares that farmers 
‘should “nail candidates to the cross” 
‘on the question of hard sunfacing 
roads ‘so that it will be possible to 
cash in on this business. 

Return to the legislature of mem- 
bers pledged to greater expenditures 
on road surfacing would be a boon 
‘to all parts of the PROVING, it is 
contended.

Fluids such-as ‘water and orange 
juice solution administered frequent- 
ly in small amounts are often help- 
ful.

The World of Wheat 


H. G. L. Strange, 
Director, Research Department, 
Searle Grain Company, Ltd. 


From October last to April, 1937, 
wheat rose like a ragket from $1.10 
to $1.50. From April to this June it 
fell like a rock from $1.50 to $1.14. 

Why these great changes in price? 

The supply of wheat has been 
about as expected, practically un- 
changed. There have been no impor- 
tant changes in money currency, or 
in foreign excharge. 

(The simple answer is that the 
price fluctuations were caused solely 
by fluctuations in turn of that most 
important factor—the demand for 
the product. . 

From October to April 
European countries suddenly and 
unexpectedly most feverishly  in- 
creased their demands for wheat. 
After April these extra demands be- 
gan to fade away until today they 
hardly exist. Perhaps the waxing and 
waing of the “fear of war’ was at 
the bottom of it all. 

The situation reminds us forcibly 
that price is governed not alone by 
supply but equally well by demand. 

It is unfortunate, however, that 
while there are most excellent statis- 
tics about wheat supplies, and about 
money, to guide us, there are only at 
the best “intelligent guesses,” and 
certainly no statistics, to help us to 
appraise demand. 

Good judgment is all we can use, 
and good judgment, of course, is an 
exceedingly rare human attribute.

Canadian GardenService 


Garden insect enemies are divided 
into two groups—those that ear holes 
in the foliage and those that suck 
out the juices. For the dfirst-named 
poison is usually applied, while the 
suckers are attacked with a- burning 
spray ‘which penetrates. Often when | 
both are present, a combination of 
poison, and something that ‘burns, 
gives the ‘best results. Spraying or 
dusting when plants are damp are 
the usual methods of control. The} 
damage from the biting insects is, 
usually quite apparent, but the pre- | 
sence of the other kind is-only. 
shown at first by a wilting or with- | 
ering of the foliage. | 


Fungus 

When fungus attacks the plants, 
the foliage usually turns yellow or 
brown or white spots like mildew 
cover the leaves. Fungus is most 
common in ‘warm, murky weather. 
spraying or dusting with specially 
finely ground sulphur is advised. 
Sulphur dust will also protect holly- 
hocks and phlox firom rust, if ap- 
plied when the disease finst shows 
itself. An ordinary tin can with the 
top perforated like a salt shaker 
makes a good duster. 

Cut Worms and Weeds 

Cut worms which eat through 
newly get out plants at the base of 
the stem, are poisoned by spreading 
sweetened bran mixed with - Paris 
green or special mixtures about the 
plants. Where there are only a few 
plants to protect the same may be 
provided with paper collars. 

‘There are now many chemal 
weed killers on the market, which 
have proved very successful in wip- 
ing out small plots and for cleaning 
up driveways and paths. For poison 
ivy, one application any time during 
the growing season is effective. Other 
weeds eliminated in ths way are ox- | 
eye daisy, bind weed, Canada thistle, | 
and most of those things like dande- 
lions which make so many lawns 
unsightly, 

Push Growth Quickly 

Tender vegetabies are thuse which 
have been grown quickly. Especially 
with such things as radish, carrots 
and ‘beets, is slow growth disastrous 
as the roots become woody andi filled 
with objectionable fibre. But. this 
rule also applies to everything used 
for salads. On this account experts 
advise pushing growth with freouent 
cultivation, which in addition 16 
checking. weeds also conserves mois- 
ture. Cultivation ‘ alone will often 
keep the vegetables going through a 
dry spell, but of course, a few pails 
of water or an hour or two with the 
hose at this time, will lend further 
aid. Fertilizer, is another way. of 
hurrying growth and therefore as- 
suring vegetables of the hghest qual- 


ity.

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Perennials from Seed 

Most perennials may be grown. 
from seed. Early in June is the best 
time to get started. Most of these 
should be started in a special nurs- 
ery bed, except, perhaps such things 
as Oriental poppies which are rather 
difficult to transplant and shouia ve 
sown where wanted permanently. 
Seed should be secured from a re- 
liable firm. Home saved seed, be 
cause of the mixing of pollen by 
bees and insects is liable to produce 
| Poor results. Prepare a fine bed in 
\some portion of the garden where 
there is good drainage and prefer; 
ably a little shade in the midate of 
the day. ‘The seed is sown in rows 
about three or four inches apart. 
Thin out plants and provide a light 
protection of leaves or straw the 
first winter. Next spring transplant 
to permanent headquarters,
